the month of August, due mainly to the
high prices in the cotton market, and the
hesitancy of purchasers of goods to agree

material purchased before the rise remainsIn the storehouses.
During the last week numerous announcementsof a curtailment have been

made, especially among the smaller mills,
and it is considered probable that many
mnro cimil.iv nntlr.PH will bp noatpd within
the next ten days. Attempts have been
made to have all cotton manufacturers
enter a general agreement to shut down
for a stated period or cease operations a
certain number of days each week, but ow!ing to a. large number of unfinished conitracts an ironclad agreement was deemed
inexpedient at this time.
About one-third of the 30,000 operatives

in Fall River were idle last week. In
Lowell t'he high price of cotton has not
had any noticeable effect on account of
the long shutdown of six corporations
during the strike of the operatives last
spring.
In Maine the cotton mills at Lewiston,

Lisbon and Brunswick will be shut down
j for two weeks.
